SOME  EVEN  SHOT 

IN  COLD  BLOOD 


Conduct  of  Enemy  Described 
as  Dishonoring  Profession 
of  Soldier — Premier  Says 
There  Must  Be  Reparation, 


].UNJ.)ON,  April  37. — Lord  Kitchener, 
Secretary  ior  War,  told  the  House  at 
J. ord*  today  that  British  prisoners  had 
L><  en  insulted,  innltrented  and  even  shot 
down  by  thctr  Oernmn  »  captors,  He 
made  a  statement  to  the  House  on  this 
subject,    in    which    he   said    in    part: 

"1  have  been  forced  with  reluctance 
to  aedfept  as  indisputably  true  the  re- 
ports of  maltreatment  by  the  German 
licun  of  UritlaU  prisoner*;.  The  Haguo 
Convention  has  been  flagrantly  disre- 
garded by  German  officers.  Our  pris- 
Opera  have  been  stripped  and  maltreated 
In  variouti  ways,  and  in  some  cases  tins 
evidence  «<>«•»  to  prove  that'  prisoners 
have  been  shot  In  cold  blood.  Our-  of- 
ncers,  even  when  wounded)  have  beea 
vantonly  insulted  and  frequently 
struck." 

Mo   Doubt   aa   to   Inhumanity 

l,ord  Kitchener  said,  that  as  a  sol- 
u'er  he  hitherto  had  always  held  of- 
ficers of  the  German  army  in  respect, 
but  "constant  testimony  that  has  come 
ir.  not  only  from  our  escaped  prisoners 
but  from  French,  Russian.  Belgian  and 
American  sources,  has  brought  it  home 
t-i  all  who  have  sifted  the  evidence  .hut 
the  Inhumanity  practiced  by  the  Ger- 
man authorities  towards  British  pris- 
oners,   especially,    is    beyond    doubt." 

The  Secretary  quoted  articles  from 
the.  conventions  adopted  at  The  Hague 
relating  to  the  treatment  of  prisoners 
uf  war,  and  asserted  that  they  had 
been  disregarded  flagrantly  by  Ger- 
man officers,     lie  said' 

"I  think  it  only  fair  and  right  to  say 
that  the  German  hospitals  should  be  ex- 
cepted from  any  charges  of  inhumanity. 
There  have  been  Indications  of  a  la- 
mentable lack  of  medical  skill,  and  in- 
tilvtdual  cases  of  neglect  and  of  Indif- 
ference to  suffering  on  the  part  of  the 
hospital  orderlies.  On  the  other  hand, 
tttero  are  statements  from  prisoners 
who  have  beer,  released  as  incapacitat- 
ed that  llrillsli  experiences  in  the  hos- 
pitals do  not  form  anr  ground  for 
special   complaints. 

"Treatment  of  prisoners  in  the  deten- 
tion camps  In  Germany  varies  coneider- 
*bly  according  to  locality.  Our  men  in 
most  cases  suffered  for  the  want  of 
food,  and  have  received  differcntlul 
treatment  as  compared  with  their 
Jf'rench  and  Russian  comrades,  and  many 
acta  of  violence  have  been  complained 
of.  Datterly.  however,  there  does  ap- 
pear to  be  a  slight  improvement  in 
some  respects  due  perhaps  to  visits  of 
inspection  made  from  time  to  time 
through    the.    American    ambassador. 

Slnr  oa  Frofeaeion  or  Arms 
"Recently  some  of  our  officers  have 
been  sabjected  to  solitary  confinement 
Iji  retaliation  for  the  supposed  treat- 
ment of  Germans  in  this  country.  The 
Hague  convention  does  not  permit  of 
atieh  confinement  of-  prisoners  of  war, 
except  as  Indispensable  measures  of 
rafety,  and  I  hope  before  long  to  ob- 
tain aonic  evidence  of  the  manner  In 
■which  these  officers  are  now  being 
treated   by  Germanv, 

"Germany  has  for  many  years  posed 
r,  fore  the  civilized  world  as  a  great 
military  -nation.  She  has  abundantly 
proved  her  military  skill  and  courage, 
but  surelv  It  was  also  for  her  to  set  up 
a  standard  of  military  honor  and  con- 
duct which  would  gain  her  the  respect 
If  not  the  friendship,  of  nations.  In- 
stead, she  has  stooped  to  acts  which 
will  surely  stain  lndellblv  her  military 
history,  and  which  would  vie  with  the 
barbarous  savagery  of  the  Dervishes  of 
the  .Soudan 

"1  do  not  think  there  can  be  a  soldier 
of  any  nationality,  even  amongst  the 
Germans  themselves,  who  Is  not  heart- 
ily ashamed  of  the  slur  which  has  been 
thus  brought  upon  the  profession  of 
a'-ms.  Th*  usages  of  war  have  not 
only  been  outraged  by  the  infliction  of 
t  rueltlca  upon  British  prisoners,  but  by 
a  contrivance  which  must  have  arrested 
j cur  Lordships'  attention.  The  Ger- 
mans have  in  the  laat  week  introduced 
s.  method  of  placing  their  opponents 
l-ors  de  combat  by  'the  use  of  asphyxi- 
»Ung  and  deleterious  gases,  and  they 
employ  these  poisonous  methods  to  pre- 
vail when  their  attack,  according  to 
the  rule*  of  war,  might  otherwise  have 
ft.  tied.  s 

Crews  of  ■abmarlmea  •■ 
Lord  Lansdowne.  Ltj&der  of  the  Op- 
position in  the  House  of  Lord's,  also 
♦poke.  He  said  the  charges  against 
Germany  "of  callous  Inhuman  treatment 
of  prisoners  had  been  proved  to  the 
hilt,"  but  that  Kngland  had  reason  to 
be  grateful  to  the  American  Govern- 
ment for  the  manner  In  which  It  had 
seconded  the  efforts  of  its  Secretary 
of  State  to  secure  red -ess. 

I^ord  Un»do»ne  said  he  deplored  the 
fact  that  the  Admiralty  had  been 
forced  to"  have  recourse  to  a  policy  of 
reprisals    against    captive    German    sub-

The  reinforcements  were  drawn 
from  the  base  established  at 
Shorncliffe,  where  between  three 
and  four  thousand  men  arrived 
nearly  two  months  ago  from 
Canada.

Gerard  would  also  be  permitted  to  in- 
vestigate the  treatment  of  the  39  Brtf- 
lsh  officers  who  are  toeing  held  in  pris- 
ons as  a  reprisal  against  Great  ilri- 
t.tin's  treatment  of ;  German  submarine 
prisoners. 

Will   Exact   Separation 

Speaking  in  the  Commons  on  the 
treatment  of  British  prisoners  In  Ger- 
many, Premier  Asqulth  said: 
*W$$-  is  a  horrible  etory  from  every 
point  of  view — one  of  the  blackest 
Bunts  on'even  German  mctfloasrif  war. 
My  object  In  rising  is  to  say.- with  all 
emphasis  and  all  deliberation,  that  wo 
shall  not  forget,  and  we  ought  not  to 
forget,  this  horrible  record  of  calcu- 
lated  cruelty   and    crime. 

"We  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  war, 
hold  it  to  be  our  duty  to  exRct  such 
reparation  against  those  who  are 
proved' to  be  the  polity  agents  In  this 
matter  as  it  may  he  possible  for  us  to 
inflict.  1  do  not  think  we  would  be 
doing  our  duty  :■■•  those  brave  unfor- 
tunate men  or  to  the  honor  of  our 
country,  or  to  the  plain  dictates  of  hu- 
manity, if  we  should  be  content  with 
anything    less    than    that." 

.No  definite  course  of  fiction  concern- 
ing the  treatment  of  prisoners  was 
agreed   on    by   either    House. 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Nell 
Primrose  said  that  American  officials 
already  hud  visited  sixteen  prison 
camps  in  Germany  and  that  the  report 
thus  far  received  had  shown  improve- 
ment in  the  treatment  that  wis  being 
accorded  the  British  prisoners  held  In 
them. 


Embargo    on    Baw   Cotton 

LONDON,  April  2". — The  exportation 
Of  raw  cotton  from  tho  United  Kingdom 
is  specifically  prohibited  In  a  special 
supplement  to  the  Official  Gazette  is- 
sued today.  The  prohibition  covers  all 
foreign  ports  in  Europe  and  on  the 
Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  .except 
those  of  France,  Kuaata.  8pai«  and 
Portugal.  Russian  porta  on  the  Baltic 
are  included    In   the  prohibited   areas. 


Well-Known  Rancher  Falls  at 
Front — Did  Much  to  En-

News  was  received  at  Westholme  on 
Sunduy  that  Captain  G.  L.  Watson  was 
killed  in  action  near  Ypres  on  Wednes- 
day last.  The  intelligence  was  received 
in  a  cable  to  Mr.  Margeson,  manager 
of  Captain  Watson'*  ranch  at  .  West- 
holme.  Eearly  In  the  war  Captain 
Watson  left  for  England  and  obtained 
a  commission  in  the  East  Surrey  Regi- 
ment. The  present  struggle  was  not  his 
first  experience  of  active  service,  for  he 
served  through  the  .South* African  war 
of    1899-1902. 

Captain  Wataon  came  to  British  Co- 
lumbia some  eight  years  ago,  and  pur- 
chased a  ranch  In  the  Cariboo  district, 
into  that  district  he  imported  from 
Scotland  a  number  of  valuable  Clydes- 
dale horses  and  established  himself  aa 
one  of  the  leading  horsemen  of  the 
Province.  His  horses  captured  many 
coveted  .prizes  at  the  big  Provincial 
agricultural  shows  and  were -well  known 
all  over  Western  Canada.  He  also  Im- 
ported the  first  herd  of  long«horned 
Highland  cattle  which  had  been  brought 
to  British  Columbia,  and  In  this  tfranch 
of  cattle  raising  he  also  attained  a 
large  measure  of  success. 

Some  three  years  ago  Captain  Watson 
sold  his  Cariboo  ranch  to  Lord  Egerton 
of  Tatton  and  moved  to  Westholme. 
where  he  purchased  some  200  acres  of 
land  close  to  the  station.  He  brought 
a  number  of  hl«  Clydesdales  with  Mm 
and  continued  to  improve  and  Increase 
his  stock.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
executive  of  the  B.  C.  Agricultural  As- 
sociation and  his  services  to  the  Asso- 
ciation were  of  great  value.  He  did 
much  to  encourage  the  livestock  In- 
dustry In  this  Province  and  presented  a 
shield  to  the  Dominion  Fairs  Associa- 
tion, to  be  awarded  for  the  best  exhibit 
of  Clydesdales  at  the  Dominion  fair 
each  year. 

Personally  Captain  Wataon  was  ex- 
tremely popular  with  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  htm.  Ha  was  a  man  of 
magnificent  physique  and  was  a  Ween 
athlete,  being  an  enthusiastic  member 
of  the  Cowlchan  Cricket  Club.  He  was 
the  son  of  a  clergyman  in  Scotland  and 
was  about  forty  years  of  age.

HARD  FIGHTING  IN 

DIFFICULT  COUNTRY 


Occupation  of  Kum  Kaleh  Fol- 
lowed by  Repulse  of  Coun- 
ter-Attacks— Turkish  Report 
of  Usual  Order,- 


LONDON.  April  27. — A  jolnf  War  Of- 
fice and  Admiralty  statement  issued  to- 
night on  the  .Dardanelles  operations 
says:  ■.':■;-" 

"After  days  of  hard  fighting  in  a  dif- 
ficult'country  the  troops  landed  on  the 
Gallipoli  Peninsula  are  thoroughly  mak- 
ing good  their  footing  with  the  effective 
help  of  the  navy.  The  French  have 
taken    500   prisoners." 

'The  statement  appends  the  following, 
which,  It  says,  Is  officially  published  at 
Cairo: 

"The  Allied  forces  under  General  Sir 
Ian  Hamilton  hove  effee-ei;  a  landing  on 
both  sides  of  the  Dardanelles  under  ex- 
cellent conditions.  .Many  prisoners  have 
been  taken  end  our  forces  are  continu- 
ing their  advance."

PARIS,  April  27. — French  troops  have 
occupied  Kum  Kaleh,  the  Turkish  fort- 
ress on  the  Asiatic  side  of  the  entrance 
to  the  Dardanelles.  This  announcement 
was  made  officially  tonight: 

"During  the  disembarkation  on  Sun- 
day the  Allied  forces  at  the  Darda- 
nelles," the  official  communication  says, 
"French  troops,  comprising  infantry 
and  artillery,  had  been  designated  par- 
ticularly for  operations  at  Kum  Kaleh, 
on  the  Asiatic  side.  This  mission  was 
completely    and    successfully    fulfilled. 

"Aided  by  the  fire  from  tho  French 
fleet,  and  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy, 
our  troops  succeeded  in  occupying  the 
village,  and  have  continued  its  occupa- 
tion, despite  seven  counter-attacks  at 
night,   supported   by   heavy  artillery. 

"We  took  500  prisoners,  and  the  losses 
to  the  enemy  appear  to  have  been  con- 
siderable. Tlie  general  disembarkation 
of  the  Allied  forces  continues  under 
good  conditions.'' 

Turkish  Beport 

CONSTANTINOPLE,  April  J7.—The 
Turkish  War  Department  today  gave  out 
the   following  statement: 

"Bnder  the  protection  of  warships,  tho 
enemy  attempted  to  land  troops  on  Sun- 
day at  four  points  on  the  west  coast  of 
Gallipoli  Peninsula,  namely,  at  the 
mouth  of  Slghlnders,  on  the  coast  in  tho 
district  of  Aviburun,  to  the  west  of  Ka- 
belepeh,  on  the  coast  of  Tekcburun.  and 
In  -the  neighborhood   of   Kum   Kaleh. 

"The  troops  of  the  enemy  which  land- 
ed at  Tekcburun  were  forced  to  retreat 
at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  and  were 
pushed  back  to  the  coast.  Part  of  these 
forces  on  Monday  night  were  obliged 
hastily  to  return  to  Ureir  ships.  The 
Turkish  attacks  at  all  points  are  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. 

"Simultaneously  a  fleet  approached 
the  Dardanelles  to  force  the  straits,  but 
it  was  obliged   to  retreat  before  our  fire. 

"The  forces  of  the  enemy  which  land- 
ed at  Kum  Kaleh  advanced  under  th* 
protection  of  warships,  but  despite  a 
heavy  bombardment  from  all  nldee  our 
troop*  drove  them  back  to  the  coast  The 
enemy  lost  400  killed  and  200  taken 
prisoners. 

"Our    losses    were    insignificant. 

"A  party  of  Moslem  troops  who  land- 
ed with  tho  French  troops  on  this  point 
of  the  coast  deserted  the  French  and 
joined   our   forces. 

"Before  Kabelepeh  we  captured  a  num- 
ber of  English  and  Australian  soldier* 
among  them  a  captain  and  a  lieutenant. 

"When  the  enemy's  fleet  approached 
straits    our    Arc   sank   one   of    their

torpedo  boats  and  damaged  another  so 
severely  that  it  had  to  be  towed  "to 
Tenedos.  The  enemr  did  not  undertake 
any  operations  from  the  sea  against  the 
Dardanelles   today."

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French  Soldiers  Taken  by  Sur- 
prise When  Germans  Used 
Latest  Infamous  Device — 
Helpless  Under  Suffocation, 


UjNUOX,  April  27.—  A  correspondent 
in  a  message  dated  April  24  aeacrlMna* 
the  u»'.  or  chlorine  gas  by  the  German* 
says: 

"On  the  evening  of  the  22nd.  French 
soldiers  who  manned  the  nrat  line  **w 
rising  from  the  German  trenches  a  ahort 
distance  away  a  number  of  white  fumea, 
evidently  intended  as  signal*.  Al- 
most at  once  all  along  the  German 
ireinhes  a  thick  curtain  of  yellow  smoke 
arose,  and  was  blown  gently  toward  the 
French  trenches  by  the  northeasterly 
wind.  This  curtain,  which  advanced 
llk«  the  yellow  wind  of  North  China,  of- 
fered this  peculiarity,  that  It  spread 
thirkly  on  the  ground,  rising  to  a 
height  of  sixteen  feet  only. 
■Tot   rrom   Bombs 

"1  c«ll  your  attention  to  the  fact 
thai  these  were  not  asphyxiating  bombs 
thai  the  Germans  used.  They  were  big, 
reinforced  bottles  of  gas,  compressed  at 
high  pressure,  which  the  Germans  placed 
mi  top  of  their  trendies,  and  of  which 
they  opened  the  taps  when  it  seemed 
to  them  that  the  wind  coming  from  be- 
hind them  would  carry  the  poison  on  to 
the  enemy's  trenchea  The  French  sol- 
diers were  naturally  taken  by  surprise. 
Some  got  away  In  time,  but  many,  alas, 
not  understanding  the  new  danger,  were 
overcome  by  the  fumes  and  died  poi- 
soned. Among  those  who  escaped,  near- 
IjptJM!  cough  and  spit  blood,  th.-  chlorine 
attacking  the  mucuouu  membrane  The 
dead,  were  all  turned  black  at  once, 
■ytre— effect'  Of   this   poisftnoua    gas    w«« 


felt  over  «bout  six  kilometres  of  ground 
In  length  by  two  kilqpietres  deep.  Fur- 
ther than  that,  the  gas  was  too  much 
diluted  with  air  to  kill,  but  suffocated 
many. 

"About  fifteen  minutes  after  letting 
•the  gas  escape,  the  Germans  got  out  of 
their  trenches.  Some  of  them  were  sent 
on  In  advance  with  masks  over  their 
heads  to  ascertain  If  the  air  hod  become 
breathable.  Having  discovered  they 
could  advance,  they  arrived  in  large 
numbers  In  the  area  on  which  the  gas 
had  spread  Itself  some  few  minutes  be- 
fore tfnd  took  possession  of  the  arms 
of  the  dead  men.  They  made  no  prison- 
ers. Whenever  they  saw  a  soldier  whom 
the  fumes  had  not  quite  killed,  they 
snapped  away  his  rifle  and  tVirew  It  in 
the  Yser  and  advised  him  ironically  to 
lie  down  'to  die  better.'  It  is  possible 
that  the  use  of  chlorine  gas  may  one 
day  turn  ngalnst  the  Germans  them- 
selves. Should  the  wind  veer  suddenly 
they  would  be  the  first  victims  of  their 
murderous  attempt."' 

Gas  Generated  at  Trenches 

PARIS.  April  27. — Travelers  from 
liazebrouck  say  that  men  who  observed 
the  beginning;  of  the  German  advance 
north  of  Vpres  deny  that  bombs  filled 
with  asphyxiating  gases  were  used,  but 
say  that  some  kind  of  Ras  was  genei^ted 
iii  the  German  trenches  and  carried  into 
the  Allied  lines  by  the  wind. 

Before  the  fumes  commenced  it  was 
noticed  that  something  of  an  unusual 
nature  was  Kolng  on  behind  the  enemy's 
parapets.  The  Germans  waited  for  a 
favorable  wind,  and  when  It  came.  Ilia 
operations  began  by  the  appearance  of 
great,  dark  clouds  of  dense  BfflOke,  which 
rull.-.l    toward    the    Allied    positions. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  stupefying 
effects  caused  by  this  smoke,  the  Ger- 
mans rushed  forward.  Some  say  that 
at  first  the  Germans  had  their  faces 
covered   with   masks. 

The-  Temps  in  commenting  on  this 
latest  Innovation,  calls  the  use  of  as- 
phyxiating gas  the  last  crime  left  for 
the  Germans  to  perpetrate,  and  says 
they  will  stand  dishonored  in  history 
because  of  it.  The  German  official  ex- 
planation is  that  The  Hague  convention 
rules  against  the  use  of  asphyxiating 
projectiles,  and  that,  therefore,  the  con- 
vention was  not  abused.  They  say  thai 
the  German  troops  did  not  die  such 
bombs.  In  this  explanation  The  Temps 
finds  hypocrisy  and  duplicity,  because 
it  yn\«.  The  llapne  interdiction  was  not 
aimed  at  any  special  engine  for  spread- 
ing  asphyxiating   gas    in    general 

It  adds  that  the  Germans  had  long 
prepared  this  monntrou«  action,  and  ex- 
perimented   with    chemicals    weeks    ago. 

A  Dutch  correspondent  telegraphs 
that  Germans  have  confided  to  him 
that  the  Germans  Intend  to  continue  the 
use  of  asphyxiating  Has,  and  expect 
that  it  will  prove  their  final  means  of 
victory. 

The  Join  mi  I  i'oh  Uebats,  of  Paris,  ex- 
presses the  opinion  that  it  will  not  be 
sufficient  merely  to  protest  against  the 
latest  harbarlr  violations  of  The  Hague 
conventions,  but  that  It  is  necessary 
to  employ  the  same  measures  In  re- 
taliation without  loss  of  time.  It  adds 
that  the  capabilities  of  the  French  In- 
dustrial production  allow  France  to 
flight  on  such  grounds  with  en.  equal 
advantage. 

If  half  of  what  has  been  said  of  the 
efficiency  of  turpenite  asphyxiating 
shells  Is  true,  says  The  Journal  des 
DebatS,  there  Is  no  doubt  that  France 
will  be  able  to  make  war  with  these 
latest  methods  on  a  certain  equality 
with   her  enemies. 

Tbiaks  It  Chlorine  ©as 

LONDON,  April  27, — At  least  one  dis- 
tinguished scientist  has  no  doubt  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  thick  yellow  smoke 
which  has  been  emitted  from  the  ad- 
vanced German  lines,  and  which  the  of- 
ficial French  communique  describes  as 
producing  "An  effect  of  complete  as- 
phyxiation upon  our  troops,  which  was 
felt  even   In  our  second  line  positions." 

I>r.  James  Dewar,  president  of  the 
Royal  Institute,  told  a  Dally  Chronicle 
representative  In  terms  that  left  no 
room  for  doubt  or  Uncertainty  that  the 
latest  German  weapon  to  be  directed 
against   the    Allies   was   liquid   chlorine. 

"For  some  years."  he  said,  "Germany 
has  been  manufacturing  chlorine  In  tre- 
mendous quantities,  practically  supply- 
ing it,  In  fact,  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 
The  Germans  undoubtedly  have  hun- 
dreds of.  tons  available  for  this  terrible 
purpose,  If,  say.  several  tons  of  th© 
liquid  are  allowed  to  escape  Into  the 
atmosphere,  when  it  immediately  evap- 
orates and  forms  the  yellow  gases  re- 
ferred to  In  the  official  report,  and  If 
the  wind  Is  blowing  In  a  favorable  direc- 
tion, It  Is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world 
for  the  Germans  to  Inundate  the  coun- 
try for  miles  ahead.  The  fact  that  the 
gas  Is  heavier  than  air  makes  escape 
from  its  disastrous  effects  almost  Im- 
possible for  It  drifts  like  a  thick  fog 
cloud  along  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
overwhelming  all   It   overtakes,*'

KUNO  MEYER  RESIGNS 

Will   Cease  to   sVet  aa    Baekaage    Pro- 
fessor at  Marverg  Beeeuee  Of  Beam 
la  gtndeat  BaaUeatfea 

NEW  YORK,  April  !«.— Professor 
Kuno  Meyer,  of  the  University  of  Ber- 
lin, announces  in  a  letter  to  The  Times 
today  that  he  has  resigned  his  position 
as  exchange  professor  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity because  of  an  anti-German 
poem,  entitled,  "Gott  lilt  Una,"  printed 
in  one  of  the  student  publications. 

Prof,  Meyer  announces  that  he  sent 
his  resignation  to  President  A.  Law- 
rence Lowell,  of  Harvard,  informing 
him  that  he  considers  the  poem  the 
crowning  incident  of  a  series  of  acts 
from  Harvard  offensive  to  the  Germans, 
and  that  he  endorses  "the  hope  ex- 
pressed by  my  brother,  a?  honorary- 
graduate  of  your  university,  that  no 
German  will  again  be  found  to  accept 
the  post  of  exchange  professor  at  Har- 
vard," 

The  poem  won  the  prlxc  tn  a  com- 
petition instituted  by  the  publication 
for  poems  on  the  war.  Prof.  Meyer  was 
to  have  filled  his  term  as  exchange  pro« 
fesso"  during  the  next  college  year. 
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Action  on  Yser  Promises  to 
Turn  Into  Decided  Success 
of  Allies — Rapidly  Recover- 
ing Ground  Lost, 


NORTHERN  FRAXCK,  April  2:.— 
The  momentary  triumph  of  the  Ger- 
man attack  on  Thursday.  Friday  and 
Saturday  last  week  has  now  every  ap- 
pearance or  turning  out  to  be  a  certain 
success    for   the  Allies. 

The  Allies  have  recovered  the 
ground  they  lost  on  this  side  of 
Langcmarck.  They  are  ftow  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Yser  Canal,  having 
succeeded  in  crossing  the  Yser  on  Fri- 
day, and  arc  at  this  moment  marching 
on    Bixschoote. 

In  spite  of  the  terrible  fighting  that 
has  .  taken  place  during  the  last 
twenty-rour  hours,  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  reinforcing  troops  Is  irresistible. 
The  French  troops  push  forward 
chanting    the    Marseillaise. 

Tn  the  two  days'  battle  in  which  the 
Allies  retook  the  village  of  Liz?rne.  a 
small  group  of  .  houses  sllu.-itetl  close 
to  /'.uydscboote,  the  Zouaves  greatly 
distlnguished   themselves. 

Toe  narrow  river  channel  which  ad- 
joins Tjiaerne  has  been  lost  and  re- 
taken several  times.  Around  this 
Bpot  the  bodies  of  Germans  are  piled 
up  a  yard  high.  There  has  been  no 
such  accumulation  of  corpses  since 
the    battle    of    Dixmudc    in    Nov-cmber. 

After  the  pushing  back  of  the  French 
front  on  Thursday  the  Canadians  and 
the  P.elglnn  Grenadiers  pressed  for- 
ward to  till  Hie  r.ii>s  in  a  manner 
wjjloh  won  general  admiration.  One  of 
the  Belgian  Grenadiers  has  just  ex- 
plained to  the  correspondent  the  thing 
that   met    his    eye   at    this   point. 

"When    I    raised    my    head    out   of    the 
trench,"    he    said,    "the    ground    before 
me  was  one  huge,  dead   mound." 
Corpses  Thickly   gtrewn 

He  meant  that  the  corpses  of  th-? 
fallen  Germans  were  so  thicklv  strewn 
that  it  was  Impossible  to  distinguish 
the    natural    color    of    the    soil 

During  the  last  two  days  the  Ger- 
mans  have  aKaln  thrown  asphyxiating 
shells,  but  the  effect  Is  much  less  ter- 
rible than  that  of  the  lubes  of  liquid 
compressed   air.  » 

Among  the  German  shells  which 
have  not  exploded  some  have  been 
round  to  have  fuses  of  aluminum  in- 
stead of  brass.  The  German  artillery 
lire  has  slackened  considerably:  The 
gunners  have  used  so  many  shells 
during  the  Isst  few  days  that  thev 
are   temporarily   short. 

The  correspondent  has  questioned  a 
group  of  German  prisoners,  most  of 
wiiom  were  wounded.  They  belonged 
to  various  Prussian  regiments.  Infan- 
try, and  they  had  been  for  several 
months  In  Belgium.  They  were  well 
fed  and  in  good  physical  condition. 
Sbme   or    them    had    new   clothes. 

Before  the  Thursday  surprise  at- 
tack, they  say.  their  officers  told  them 
that  the  French  lines  were  very  weak. 
"They  assured  us,"  so  the  prisoners 
staled,  "that  it  would  be  easy  to  get 
to  Paris,  and  made  us  swear  never  to 
surrender." 

These  prisoners  declared  that  when 
they  first  saw  the.  successful  effect  of 
the  asphyxiating  {rases  they  thought 
that  complete  victory  was  fn  their 
hands. 

It  Is  apparently  certain  that  a  num- 
ber of  the  Germans  themselves  wcr.e 
the  victims  of  the  gas  fumes,  which 
at  first  began  to  drift  acrtss  thetr  own 
lines,  but  their  losses  on  this  account 
were  small,  aa  they  had  orders  to  evac- 
uate altogether  the  trenches  In  which 
the  apparatus  was  placed,  and  they  did 
so  In  time. 

A  forty-two  centimetre  howltxer  has 
again  opened  fire  on  Nleuport  fi*bm 
about  two  kilometres  north  of  Rams- 
cappelle. 

The  correspondent  Is  Informed  on 
nrst  rate  authority  that  the  German 
losses  in  the  district  up  to  date  sre 
fully   10,000   men.

April  2*.— With  the  new 
diaft  of  the  Japanese  demands  on  China 
now  In  the  hands  of  the  Chinese  For- 
eign Minister,  Lu  Cheng-Uslang,  Inter- 
est is  aroused  in  the  nature  of  the  mod- 
ifications which  Japan  haa  made  In  the 
original  document.  President  Yuan  Shi 
Hal  and  his  advisers  have  carefully  ex- 
amined the  demands  as  amended,  but  no 
tfeclslon  has  been  reached,  and  they  are 
llitcly  to  be  the  subject  of  further  dis- 
cussions. 

Mome  modifications  of  several  minor 
pclnts  In  the  demands  have  been  made. 
The  clause  In  the  original  demands  re- 
lating to  supervision  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Chinese  police  has  been 
Withdrawn  except  with  reference  to 
Manchuria,  and  the  second  clause  of 
group  three,  relating  to  the  Him-Yey- 
I'ing  company's  mining  concession  has 
been    eliminated    entirely. 

The  new  document  contains  twenty- 
tour  articles,  the  new  ones  being  due 
t>.  the  Mongolia  group  having  now  been 
separated  from  the  Manchuria  group. 
The  Japanese  plenipotentiaries  have,  it 
is  said,  Informed  the  Chinese  plenipo- 
tentiaries, that  the  revised  draft  Is  the 
irreducible  minimum,  the  acceptance  of 
which  Japan  insists  upon.  But  Japan, 
it  is  stated,  makes  one  notable  conces- 
sion, offering  to  restore  Tsing  Tau  to 
China  if  China  defers  no  longer  the  ac* 
ceptance   of   Japan's   demands. 

The  restoration  of  Tsing  Tau,  how- 
ever, will  be  made  on  the  condition  tiit 
It  becomes  a  treaty  port,  wllh  Japanese 
r.nd  foreign  settlements  independent;  as 
e.vewnere.   of  Chinese   control. 

Lu  Cheng-Hsiang  received  the  docu- 
ment without  committing  himself,  and 
immediately  referred  it  to  President 
s  nan  Shi  Kat.  It  is  said  In  high  of- 
t.eial  quarters  that  It  probably  will  he 
a  -week  before  China's  reply  Is  ready. 
The  Japanese  have  fixed  no  time  limit 
lor,   the   Chinese    to   answer.

"Our  aircraft  have  successfully 
dropped  bombs  on  German  aeroplanes 
aud  on  an  atrdrome  near  the  village 
of  Sannlkl.  During  the  day  we  dam- 
aged and  captured  two  German  and 
Austrian    aeroplanes." 

Austria*  Statement 

VIENNA,  April  J7. — The  following 
official  communication  was  Issued  to- 
day: 

"Nowhere  over  the  whole  'front  have 
events  of  any  special  importance  been 
reported.  In  several  sectors  there  were 
violent  artillery   duel*. 

"In  the  Carpathians  the  Russians  sus- 
pended their  operations  Against  our  po- 
sitions after  having  suffered  *ev*rs 
losses."

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War  Office  Statement  That 
Some  Were  Poisoned  on 
Battlefield — Experiences  Re- 
lated   by    French   Soldiers. 


LONDON,  April  27.— The  British  War 
Office  in  a  statement  -tonight  »up- 
Pleimntliii;  Hh  previous  charges  that 
the  Germans  In  their  righting  are  ufllng 
noxious  gases   sayn: 

"Medical  evidence  shows  that  Cana- 
dian soldier*  have  lost  their  lives  in  the 
^recent  fighting,  not  from  wounds,  but 
from  poisoning  by  gases  employed  by1 
the   enemy." 

Soldiera'    Bxperiences 

PARIS,  April  27. — The  Arst  wounded 
«J0hlUir  who  arrived  in  l»arls  from  the 
Y.sor  .spoke,  with  scorn  of  the  asphyxia- 
ting bombs  used  by  the  Germans. 

"Their  famous  bombs  killed  nobody." 
KMi<]  OHO  wounded  Frenchman.  "They 
just  put  to  sleep  those  who  breathed 
the  futneH.  Then  the  Germans  came 
tip  and  killed  the  .sleepers.  'Fortunate- 
ly help  came  and  we  finished  by 
srnatihtug  them." 

These  reserves,  counter-attacking, 
carried  thr  greater  part  of  the  trenches 
which   had  been  evacuated. 

The  narratives  of  the  ■wounded  men 
differ  1n  some  respects.  The  physicians 
lit  the  hospital  attribute  this  divergence 
to  the  psychological  effects  of  a  wholly 
ivew  experience.

The  physicians  believe  that  no  per- 
manent harm  Is  likely  to  result  in  the 
case  of  those  who  were  not  stifled  to 
death.  The  survivors  suffer  from  in- 
flamed membranes,  but  will  recover 
without  treatment.  In  some  ■  cases 
pneumonia  or  bronchitis  may  follow. 
It  Is  the  opinion  of  the  physicians  that 
the  vapors  must  have  been  either 
chlorine  or  else  of  a  sulphurous  nature. 
It  Is  hardly  believed  that  carbon- 
monoxide  was  used,  as  this  gas  cannot 
be    perceived    with    the    eye. 

It  Is  bvldent  from  the  stories  of  the 
soldiers  that  the  wind  must  be  pre- 
cisely  right   to  give   full   affect    to    the 

gases,  for,  If  released  In  a  strong  wind 
the  fumes  would  be  dissipated  and 
blown  about  before  reaching  the  ohjec- 
tive.      point.

GERMAN   REPORT 

Kaiser*      Toross      Represented     aa     Vic- 
torious at  BJ early   All  Points — Admit 
Evacuation    of   Xtlierae 


BERLIN,  April  27. — German  army 
headquarters  today  gave  out  the  fol- 
lowing official  statement  dealing  with 
the    military    operations    of    yesterday: 

"In  the  Western  Theatre — The  British 
attacked  In  Flanders  with  very  strong 
forces  the  new  line  of  our  positions 
north  and  northeast  of  Ypres,  Which 
runs  from  three  to  four  kilometres  «outh 
Of  tbu  preViQUS  line  from  close  to  tin- 
north  of  Dechoudt  farm,  on  the  Ysor 
Canal,  by  way  of  st.  Julian,  In  the 
direction  of  Grafenstafel, 

"These  assaults,  which  partly  were 
attacked  in  the  rear  by  German  artil- 
lery southeast  of  ypres,  completely 
broke  down  under  our  fire  with  extr;i- 
ordihary  heavy   loasas. 

'"I'll temy's  rlre  completely  de- 
molished the  houses  in  l.i/.i<i-n<>,  which 
wcr.-  vacated  t>y  us  during  last  night. 
The  bridge-head  situated  on  the  left 
hash  of  the  canal,  immediately  to  the 
east  of   Llxerne,  sttu   is  being   held   by 

us. 

"in  the  engagements  hitherto  fought 
at  Ypres  our  troops  took  fifty  machine 
guns. 

"\\re  have  commenced  to  bombard 
the  railway  junction  and  military 
headquarters  at  Poporingtie,  about 
twelve  Kilometres  w»f>t  of  Ypr.s,  with 
appreciable  success, 

"In  the  forest  of  Argoune  a  French 
flight  attack  to  the  northeast  of  VI- 
cnna-la-<'hatouu   was  repulsed. 

"in  the  Mouse  hills  we  also  secured 
further  advantages.  Although  the 
French  brought  up  new  forces,  the  at- 
tacks made  by  the  enemy  against  our 
positions  at  t.'ombres  failed. 

"A    fierce    attack      in      the     forest      of 
Alll.v     was    repulsed     hy     us    with     henvv 
losses    to    the    enemy.      Farther    east    of 
this   district    the   enemy   gained    no  new 
ground. 

"In  nocturnal  hand-to-hand  fighting 
we  also  worked  our  way  successfully 
in    Lfl    1're.t.n-.  wood. 

"The  enemy  repeatedly  commenced 
attacks  last  night  against  our  positions 
on  Hartmanns-Wellerkopf.  All  his  at- 
tacks  failed. 

"In  the  Kastern  theatre  of  the  war 
the   situation   remains  unchanged."

Ki'UKANL.  April  27.— Si^  hundred 
acres  of  wheat  have  been  destroyed  by 
crickets  in  the  Wilson- Creek  country, 
according  to  a  report  today  by  C.  W.

Governor  Lister 
has  been  appealed  to  for  |10,000  to  aid

Struggles  at  Dardanelles  and 
in  Ypres  Region  Attracting 
All  Attention — Contradiction 
of  Reports, 


LONDON,  April  2^— On  the  narrow. 
rocky  Galllpoll  pVnlnsula  In  Turkey, 
and  on  a  restricted  f;ont  stretching 
northwrrd  from  Ypres.  In  Belgium,  two 
of  the  most  vital  struggles  of  the  war 
are  now  in  progress.  Neither  Struggle 
has  yet  reached  a  stage  which  would 
permit  of  a  prediction  or  the  ultimate 
end. 

In  the  Galllpoll  peninsula  flgiitlns  a 
1  icturesque  assortment  of  troops  land- 
ed on  Sunday,  supported  by  the  fire  ot 
the  warships,  and  are  trying  to  bat- 
ter their  way  through  thousand*  of 
Ocrman-omoered  Turk.-.  In  an  effort  to 
ftitce  the  Dardanelles—  the  m«':i  gnte- 
wav  of  thr-  Ottoman  K.nvire — R-vJ  reach 
Constantinople. 

According  to  the  British  claim,  the 
attack  is  progressing,  but  a  Turkish 
ccmmunlcatlon  receiver:  tonight  de- 
clares that,  although  the  Allies  landed 
forces  at  four  points,  these  forces  are

Plenty  of  Canadian  Soldiers

OTTAWA,  April  27. — M^re  Canadian 
soldiers  are  going  forward  to  take 
places  in  the  ranks  of  the  first  divi- 
sion, and,  as  batteries,  regiments  and 
divisions,  to  take  their  places  in  tho 
line  at   the  front. 

This  will  be  Canada'e  answer  to  the 
attacks  of  the  German  army  last  week. 

Every  day  .shows  that  there  nre 
plenty  of  men,  for  the  news  of  the 
lighting   has  set    the  country   ablaze. 

A  special  call  Is  being  made  for  men 
to  reinforce  the  Princess.  T'ats,  who 
have  suffered  so  severely  that  hut  few 
Of  the  orlptlnal  1.000  remain.  Knllsting 
for  this  force  began  yesterday  in  Mont- 
real. 

The  men  who  have  been  drilling  all 
Winter  in  Canada  are  almost  ready  for 
service.  All  they  need  is  some  *rainlng 
in  shooting, 

There  Is  a  feeling  here  that  the  per- 
formance fir  the  Canadian  first  division 
In  Flanders  Ims  given  the  old  Country 
professional  soldier  a  new  view  of  the 
men  sent  from  Canada.  It  is  main- 
tained here  that  the  Canadians  could 
have  gone  straight  to  France  from  Val- 
ca.rtter  and  done  as  well  as  they  have 
now  shown  tbemfielveB  capable  of  do- 
ing. It  will  he  remembered  that  General 
Hughes,  In  a  speech  at  Fort  William 
recently,  stated  that  wlir-n  the  first  con- 
tingent left  Salisbury  they  were  25  per 
cent  less  effective  than  the.y  were  when 
they  left  Canada.  The  second  \  con- 
tingent In  expeeteil  to  see  service  soon 
and  to  get  its  polish  and  seasoning  In 
Frame.

Some  sections  of  the  British  press 
profess  the  belief  that  tho  crisis  In 
the  new  battle  or  series  of  battles  for 
the  French  coast  has  passed,  bit 
others  are  or  the  opinion  that  the  end 
is  not  yet. 

"The  fate  of  Calais  still  hangs  ir.  the 
balance,"  eays  The  Kvening  Xews. 
"The  Germans  are  not  disheartened, 
they  are  not  starving,  and  they  are 
capable  of  a  great  sustained  offensive 
In  Flanders."

In  these  days  when  Empire  and  its 
derivative  words  are  on  everyone's 
lips,  it  Is  well  to  be  reminded  of  what 
is  meant  by  it.  Sir  Charles  F.  Lucas, 
In  his  new  book,  "The  British  Empire," 
has  done  us  all  a  good  turn  by  correct- 
ing a  tendency  of  our  thoughts  to  run 
into  a  channel  which  may  lead  to  popu- 
lar misconception,  a  thing  always  to  be 
guarded  against  in  the  development  of 
national  instiutlons.  To  very  many  peo- 
ple "empire"  implies  despotic  rule,  and 
this  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  so  many 
patriotic  people  object  to  the  wore 
"Imperialism."  Even  so  gifted  a  writer 
as  Mr.  Gilbert  K.  Chesterton  has  ad- 
mitted in  one  of  his  essays  that  be 
does  not  know  what  the  British  Empire 
means,  which  is  probably  only  one  -way 
of  saying  that  he  does  not  understand 
what  those  who  talk  most  about  it  sup- 
pose it  to  be.  Sir  Charles  helps  us  all 
to  appreciate  the  true  meaning  of  the 
term,  when  he  tells  us  that  in  a  famous 
statute  passed  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
VIII.,  occur  these  words:  "This  realm 
of  England  is  an  Empire,"  We  must 
consider  briefly  the  nature  of  this 
statute  to  get  the  full  significance  of 
the  words.  Parliament  was  di-claring 
that  tha  realm  of  England  had  power 
and  was  determined  to  prohibit  the  pay- 
ing of  dues  to,  the  Pope,  and  this 
language  was  intended  ?s  an  assertion 
that  England  was  an  absolute.  Indepen- 
dent national  entity.  They  were  in- 
tended, as  Blackatone  says,  as  an  asser- 
tion by  the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple of  England  "that  our  King  is  equally 
sovereign  within  these  his  dominions 
as  any  empernr  is  In  his  empire." 

Therefore,  when  we  speak  of  Canada 
as  belonging  to  the  British  Empire,  we 
do  not  use  the  terms  In  any  souse  of 
proprietorship  of  thjs  land  by  England, 
Great  Britain  or  the  United  Kingdom, 
but  only  to  Imply  that  it  is  a  part  of 
one  great,  absolutely  Independent  na- 
tional entity,  the  management  of  whose 
affairs  has  for  convenience  been  as- 
signed to  severnl  parliamentary  juris- 
dictions.

The  second  stage  of  the  operations 
against  the  Turkish  forces  guarding 
the  Straits  of  the  Dardanelles  has 
commenced.  The  Allied  forces,  under 
General  Sir  Iun  Hamilton,  have  suc- 
cessfully effected  a  landing  on  both 
sides  at  the  entrance  of  the  .Straits, 
and  the  official  communique  states  that 
the  advance  i«  continuing.  In  the  lat- 
est operations  the  forces  on  land,  sea 
and  air  are  acting  In  unison.  The  plan 
of  campaign,  about  Which  there  baa 
been  so  much  speculation,  is  becoming; 
apparent.  The  first  stage  was  entirely 
naval,  Its  object  being  to  redtico  the 
Turkish  fortifications  on  cither  slrio 
of  the  entrance,  and  for  a  distance  of 
tome  ten  miles  up  the  Straits  in  order 
to  pavb  the  way  for  the  co-operation 
of  the  land  forces.  Obviously  the. 
passage,  could  only  have  been  forced 
without  co-operation  on  land  at  an  im- 
mense price  in  ships  and  lives.  There 
IS  no  doubt  that  if  It  had  been  consid- 
ered advisable  the  Allied  Fleet  could 
bave  made  its  way  Into  the  Sea  of 
Marmora,  but  the  problem  that  would 
have  arisen  then  would  have  been  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  supplies.  Colliers 
and  other  merchant  ships  could  never 
have  passed  through  the  Straits  after 
the  fleet  untoOS  the  Turks  had  llrst  been 
driven  away  from  the  (.lalllpoli  Penin- 
sula, and  also  from  the  fortifications  on 
the  Asiatic  coast.  Without  the  pres- 
ence of  land  forces  In  support  of  the 
fleet  the  Dardanelles,  even  if  forced, 
could   not  have  t»c«n  kept  open. 

It  seems  as  lr  it  is  Genera)  Sir  Ian 
Hamilton's  Intention  to  give  battle  to 
the  «*nemy  along  both  sides  of  the 
Straits  and  occupy  tho  territory  now 
held  by  him.  To  accomplish  this  an 
army  of  considerable  proportions  will 
lit.  ncL'essa'ry,  There  Is  no  indication 
ot  the  number  of  men  under  the  Allied 
leader's  command,  but  the  army  is 
known  to  consist  or  French,  Algerians, 
Australians,  Territorials,  Indians  and  >< 
portion  of  Lord  Kitchener's  new  army. 
PosSlbly  the  number  already  landed  Is 
comparatively  small,  but  evenlually  It 
will  be  swelled  Into  an  army  of  200.000 
troops  or  more,  as  this  total  will  be 
needed.  The  Turks  ere  said  to  have 
from  300,000  to  100,000  troops  on  the 
European  side  of  the  Ottoman  Empire, 
while  on  the  Asiatic  side  rhe  army 
vhlch  was  intended  for  the  .invasion  or 
Egypt  Is  probably  by  this  hastening 
back  to  tho  defence  of  the  ^Dardanelles. 
The  naval  operations  will  be  con- 
tinued, but  they  will  assume  a  differ- 
ent character.  The  principal  task  of 
the  warships  rrom  this  on  will  be  the 
protection  of  the  means  of  communica- 
tion and  supply  by  sea.  Presumably 
the  problem  or  reducing  the  forts  at 
the  'Narrows  will  be  left  to  the  lsnd 
forces,  whose  task  msy  not  prove  so 
difficult  .as  Is  imagined,  as  these  forti- 
fications have  been  built  speclflcslly 
for  the  protection  of  the  Straits,  and 
their  feattarles  msy  not  prove  highly 
effective  against  attacks  from  tha  land, 
ward  side.  But  the  task  will  he  a  long 
end  trying  one.  The  strength  of  the 
'Turkish  fortresses  has  been  ascertained

In  point  of 
fact  no  one  can  ever  be  said  ,  to  have 
owned  It,  but  unless  the  latest  historian 
of  the  Cameroons  is  at  fault  the  British 
at  one  time  did  exercise  control  over 
the  coast,  but  surrendered  it  at  the  re- 
quest of  Germany.  For  ourselves  we 
propose  to  call  the  country  The  Cam- 
eroons.

Mrs.  Jenkins  presided  ami  Mrs,  Helen 
Ryan,  M.  D.,  and  Mrs.  F.  C.  Cieen,  of 
the  Women's  University  Club  occupied 
scats   on    the   platform. 

When  the  meeting  had  been  forin.il! 
opciy^  Mrs.  Nichol,  secretary  of  the 
Cat/adom  Club,  brought  before  the  meet- 
■^Id<  an  offer  by  tho  management  of  the 
Canadian  Courier,  to  the  club  and  spoke 
warmly  of  the  merits  of  the  paper  and 
of  I  he  duty  of  Canadian  women  to  sup- 
port writers  of  their  own  country,  6Jt- 
injr  the  opinion  of  authors  who  had 
been  forced  to  leave  Canada  in  order  to 
be  appreciated. 

Dr.  'Myaii  Introduced  Miss  Saunders. 
and  praised  the  work  she  was  doing  as 
national  secretary  of  the  V.  W.  < '.  A. 
Tor  the  girls  of  Canada,  Alluding  to 
the  title  of  tier  address  the  speuker 
sahl  that  Miss  Saunders  was,  herself 
one  of  the  women  who  dedicated  a  n.-i- 
tlon. 

Miss  Saunders,  in  opening  her  ad- 
dress, described  very  beautifully  a 
scene  in  Edinburgh  where  St.  Maign- 
ret's  Chapel  wa*  almost  hidden  by  the 
Castle  itock.

4n  England;  and  Josephine  Butler's 
tight  for  purity  In  Great  Britain.  Fran- 
ces Willard's  work  for  temperance  In 
America,  was  familiar  to  all.  It  was 
not  only  English  speaking  women,  how- 
ever, who  dedicated  nations;  Far  harder 
problems  faced  reformers  in  India,  and 
Miss  Ivltlvat  £lngh,  a  woman  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Lucknow,  Miss 
Mlchl  Kawai,  of  Japan,  and  Madame 
Mlchelet,  of  Norway,  each  In  their 
several  ways  were  examples  of  women 
who  had  a  nation-wide  influence  for 
holiness.

Mr.  Kre.i.  Peters,  K.c,  city  solicitor 
of  Prince  Rupert,  who  Is  in  the  city,  a 
guest  at  the  Empress  Hotel,  expresses 
the  greatest  confidence  in  the  future  of 
the  Western  terminus  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  and  In  support 
of  that  position  offers  some  very  con- 
vincing arguments. 

To  The  Colonist  yesterday  Mr.  Peters 
said  that  in  respect  to  the  fishing  Industry 
alone  the  future  of  Prince  Rupert  would 
be  assured.  The  recent  order-ln-council, 
which  permitted  foreign  bottoms  to 
make  use  of  the  facilities  at  that  port 
had  already  worked  most  advantageous- 
ly! and  there  Was  the  best. of  reason 
tor  believing  that  the  entire'  halibut 
business  of  the  North  Pacific — a  busi- 
ness which  was  growing  very  rapidly— 
would  centre  at  Prince  Xtupert.  Indeed, 
he  doubted  if  Vancouver  or  Seattle 
would  henceforward  handle  any  of  the 
business  other  than  that  originating 
from  the  limited  quantity  of  halibut 
caught  off  Cape  Flattery,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Puca. 
The  great  halibut  grounds  contiguous  to 
Rupert  :n  e  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Queen 
Charlotte  islands. 

Very  shortly  the  export  of  halibut 
from  Prince  Rupert  will  amount  to  a 
trsinload  a  day.  The  chief  markets  are 
the  great  cities  on  the  Atlantic  coast, 
the  cold  storage  facilities  provided  by 
tho  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  being  such  as 
to  ensure  the  fish  arriving  in  prime 
condition    ;it    New    York   and   Boston. 

But  Prince  Rupert  does  not  depend 
upon  the  success  of  the  fishing  Industry 
alone,  said  Mr,  Peters  It  is  the  gate- 
way to  one  of  the  greatest  mining  see-

FIRE  DESTROYS  TWO 
HOMES  IN  vSAANICH 


Residence  of  Mr,  W,  Mclvor, 
on  West  Saanich  Road,  Is 
Complete  Loss — Constable 
Dryden's  Home  Also  Gutted, 


There  have  been  two  fires  of  a  serious 
nature  In  the  Saanich  Municipality 
within  the  last  few  days.  That 
which  occasioned  the  greatest  loss 
happened  at  about  1  o'clock  yesterday 
morning,  when  the  residence  owned  and 
occupied  by  Mr.  W.  Mclvor.  and  situated 
on  the  "West.  Saanich  Road,  was  totally 
destroyed.  The  handsome  furnishings 
also  were  lost.  The  building  was  valued 
at  |8,000  and  the  furniture  at  110,000. 
The  Investment  was  covered  by  Insur- 
ance to  some  extent.  Another  con- 
flagration on"  Sunday  was  responsible 
for  the  destruction  of  the  house  occu- 
pied by  Constable  Dryden  on  Wilkinson 
Road.  It  started  in  the  chicken  In- 
cubator and.  although  discovered  shortly 
after,  could  not  be  controlled  because  of 
the  lack  of  water.  Most  of  the  furni- 
ture was  saved.  It  was  a  six-roomed 
building  and  was  owned   by  Gallop  &  Co, 

Mr.  Mclvor's  escape,  as  well  as  that 
of  his  Chinese  servant,  was  somewhat 
-providential.  They  were  sleeping  at 
the  time  and  the  flames  had  obtained  a 
llrm  grip  of  the  frame  structure  beforo 
they  were  awakened.  Both  escaped 
from  windows.  It  was  too  late  to  do 
anything  in  the  way  of  saving  either 
the  house  or  any  of  its  contents.  The 
misfortune  is  the  more  unfortunate  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Mclvor  bad 
brought  the  greater  part  of  his  furni- 
ture from  the  Old  Country,  a  lnrge  part 
of  It  having  belonged  to'hls  family  for 
many  years  and  consequently  was 
especially  treasured.  The  garage  was 
also  destroyed,  but  fortunately  the  car 
was  elsewhere.  The  authorities  were 
notified,  but  were  powerless  to  render 
any   material   aid.

Charmed  With  Tlotorla 

Bishop  Brewing  naturally  takes  the 
keenest  delight  In  the  charms  of  the 
country.  At  this  time  of  the  year,  above 
all  others,  Victoria  Is  beautiful.  When 
discussing  his  impressions  yesterday. 
The  Colonist  representative  refrained, 
with  sedulous  care,  from  asking  the 
time-honored  and  rather  threadbare 
question.  "How  do  you  like  Victoria?" 
The  query  seemed  superfluous,  for  the 
scene  of  the  conversation  was  Mrs.  Mc- 
Tavlsh's  beautiful  grounds,  which 
front  on  Beacon  Hill  Park.  The  talk 
naturally  drifted  to  Victoria's  charms. 
Bishop  Brewing  spoke  of  tho  gorgeous 
broom  which  adorns  Beacon  Hill,  of 
the'  verdant  fields,  and  of  the  sweet  per- 
fume of  the  Douglas  fir  and  other  na- 
tive woods.  "I  have  been  specially  fa- 
vored." he  remarked,  "because  since  my 
arrival  the  sunshine  has  not  been  diluted 
by  a  drop  of  rain." 

Already  he  has  seen  most  of  the  at- 
tractive drives  of  the  city  and  district. 
While  motoring  through  the  Saanich 
peninsula  one  of  the  car's  tires  blew 
out,  and  although  there  was  a  some- 
what tedious  delay.  Bishop  Brewing  was 
unperturbed.  He  described  the  entiro 
incident  as  a  splendid  "blow-out."  an  ac- 
cident which  bad  happened  most  op- 
portunely within  sight  of  an  apple  or- 
chard   in    full    hioom.

The  Depsrtment  of  Agriculture  has 
received  word  from  Vancouver  through 
Mr.  R.  C.  Abbott,  Coast  Markets  Com- 
missioner, that  during  the  past  week 
a  farr  quantity  of  various  varieties  of 
vegetables  have  been  received  there 
from  points  in  the  lower  Mainland,  and 
good  results  are  being  noticed  from  the 
efforts  of  the  Depsrtment  In  bringing 
the  producer  Into  closer. touch  with  the 
best  markets. 

The  system  of  shipping  to  the  retailer, 
wholesaler  and  peddler  In  the  same  city 
Is  working  against  good  prices.  After 
days  of  Investigation,  Mr.  Abbott  can- 
not place,  the  blame  for  the  bad  condi- 
tion of  the  egg  market  to  any 
source  other  than  the  fact  that  ship- 
pers loaded  rotallers  up  with  such 
quantities  without  regard  to  proper 
distribution.  In  many  cases  the  re- 
tailer was  f oreed  to  sell  to  tha  Jobber, 
and,  .awing  to  the  feet  that  there  are 
not  aa  ret  any  preper  co-operative  mar- 
keting systems  working,  growers  should 
refrain  from  shipping  tn  competition  IS 
themselves  aa  far  Ss  poesiMe.

Men  make 
door  mats,  motor  mats,  waste  baskets, 
clothes  horses,  candle  sticks,  and  it's 
hard  to  tell  how  many  other  things.  If 
there  is  any  surplus  when  wages  have 
been  paid,  the.  work  people  have  the 
disposal  of  it.  In  this  way  the  women 
ut'  the  sewing  club  voted  $10  to  Bel- 
gian   relief! 

"This  sort  or  work  Is  surely  not  mere 
charity,  but  a  real  solution  of  two  real 
problems  in  Canadian  industries  and 
unemployment," 

Mr,  Brown  is  showing  the  people,  not 
Of  Toronto  alone  but  of  all  Canada,  that 
it  is  far  better  to  find  material  for  work 
than  to  t;ive  food  and  shelter  to  idle 
people.  In  our  own  city  tho  Women's 
Council,  the  .Salvation  Army  and  the 
Political  Equality  League  are  all  trying 
to  find  work  for  the  work-ess,  and  all 
have  to  some  extent  succeeded.  What 
Mr.  Brown  seems  to  have  done  Is  to 
meet  many  needs  in   this  un»   factory, 

"As  Others  See  Us" 

A  special  correspondent  of  The  New 
3  ork  Outlook  gives  the  women  of  Can- 
ada credit  for  taking  the  lead  in  a 
programme  of  social  reconstruction 
Which  will  guarantee  for  the  country  a 
m  «  gen 'ration  of  socially-fit  citizens 
This    programme     includes: 

"1.  The  conservation  of  home  life 
through  th«  granting  of  adetiualo  public 
assistance  in  the  home  to  the  children 
of  dependent  mothers  who  are  proper 
guardians,  and  the  gradual  disruption  of 
the  whole  huge  system  of  orphanages 
and    asylums.

"...  The  development  of  the  normal 
social  life  of  the  community  by  a 
generous  promoting  of  recreation,  "pro- 
teotlng  of  industrial  conditions,  and 
promulgating  of  the  principles  of  health 
a  ml    moral    welfare.*' 

Perhaps  some  of  us  who  are  familiar 
with  tho  resolutions  on  the  agendas  of 
the  annual  moeetlngs  of  the  National 
Council  or  Women  have  not  realUed 
ns  deeply  as  the  Toronto  correspondent 
seems  to  have  done  the  significance  of 
the  measures  debated  at'  these  gather- 
inns.      The    writer    goes    on    to    say: 

"Showing  a  spirit  as  valiant  as  that 
of  their  brothers  who  are  sacrificing 
their  lives  in  Kurope.  the  women  or 
Canada  are  determinedly  working  for 
the  conservation  of  human  resources 
and  the  democratization  of  opportunity. 
With  the  war  coming  fast  upon  the 
heels  of  economic  distress;  with  tho 
collapse  of  the  prosperity  boom  and 
with  the  wave  of  immigration  making 
the  burden  of  social  problems  dispro- 
portionately hard  upon  the  older  clti- 
-enry,  the  women  are  facing  the  ■ittia- 
tion  silently  and  solemnly  —  grimly 
building  the  foundations  for  a  bigger 
and  a  better  Canada.  Their  'boom'  is 
not  wrltlen  up  in  extravagant  advertise- 
men tj»,  but  can'  he  read  In  the  sober 
language  or  social  legislation.  The 
cause  of  constructive  progresalvtsm  has 
been  furthered  by  the  ever-present 
horror  of   destructive   chaos." 

K  Is  pleasant  to  feel  that  the  efforts 
which  Canadian  women  from  the  At- 
lantic tp.the  Pacific  have  put  forth  for 
the  general  good  have  drawn  forth  such 
warm  commendation.  It  may  b«  that 
we  have  been  building  better  than  we 
knew,  and  that  these  reforms  are  nearer 
than  we  hoped.  Yet  it  is  Impossible  net 
to  f*el  that  there  is  need  of  greater 
singleness  of  purpose,  of  deeper  love 
and  a  truer  faith,  If  the  little  circles 
in  which  we  itjovi  _re  to  be  purified 
and  uplifted,  and  the  next  generation 
lirted  to  a  higher  plane,  it  will  need 
more  than  legislation,  however  wise,  to 
give  birth  to  the  "righteousness  which 
exalteth    the    nation."

WHALERS  MAY  STILL 

E  THIS  SEASON 


Efforts  Being  Made  to  Dispose 
of  Property  of  Canadian 
North  Pacific  Fisheries  Co, 
by  Private  Sale, 


According  to  an  announcement  mnde 
yesterday  by  an  official  of  the  Canadian 
North  Pacific  Fisheries  Co..  an  effort 
Is  being  made  to  dispose  of  the  assets 
of  the  company  as  a  going  concern,  and 
the  prospects  of  n  continuance  of  the 
whaling  operations  during  the  present 
season    are    brignt 

The  whaling  company  has  been  in 
difficulties  since  the  close  of  last  sea- 
son, a  situation  brought  about  largely 
by  the  war,  as  with  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities  in  Europe,  there  was  prac- 
tically no  market  for  whale  oil  and 
consequently  the  company  was  unable  to 
dispose    of    its    products. 

The  company  went  into  liquidation 
some  time  ago  and  a  receiver  was  ap- 
pointed to  handle  Its  affairs. 
During  the  past  week-end  the  offices 
of    ths   compsny    were   closed, 

Up  to  a  few  days  ago  officials  of  the 
company  stated  that  the  whaling  oper- 
ations would  be  carried  on  as  usual, 
although  the  season  would  be  some- 
what  later   than   last   year. 

It  la  now  understood  that  an  eitort 
Is  being  made  to  put  through  a  sale 
of  the  entire  fleet  and  plants,  and  in 
the  event  of  the  negotiations  proving 
successful,  the  fleet,  which  Is  being 
kept  In  good  shape,  will  be  dispatched 
tfl  the  whaling  grounds,  but  under  new 
management. 

If,  during  the  next  month,  the  pltr.ts 
and  whaling  vessels  are  not  disposed  of 
by  private  treaty,  It  la  probable  that 
the  property  of  the  whaling  concern 
will  be  sold  at  auction.

Horses  In  Battle 
Sir. — on  the  eve  of  my  departure  for 
somewhere  in  the  Kast,  but  where  we 
embark  or  disembark  is  not  vouch- 
safed to  us,  to  prepare  for  about  u.  three 
weeks'  voyage  and  a  hot  climate  are 
our  orders.  I  write  to  have  the  ad- 
dress of  my  paper  changed  to  the 
above;  the  War  Office  so  look  after,  us 
that  even  newspapers  follow  us,  no  mat- 
ter where  we  are,  as  long  as  we  are  in 
the    Army.  .    . 

''"Section  11,  to  which  I  am  attached,  is 
the  name  and  number  of  one  of  the 
Field  Base  Veterinary  Hospitals,  some 
twenty-five  are  established  or  being 
formed  for  the  care  of  sick  and  wound- 
ed horses  and  mules,  and  I  expect 
where  1  am  bound,  camels.  Fach  hos- 
pital is  fully  equipped  to  the  smallest 
detail  for  the  handling  of  a  thousand 
horses.  Horses  have  never  In  any  pre- 
vious war  had  the  care  they  are  re- 
ceiving now.  Humane  considerations  as 
well  as  their  economic  value  have 
brought   about   this  desirable  condition. 

Bach  hospital  has  a  staff  of  a  com- 
manding veterinary  officer  and  from  six 
to  eight  veterinary  surgeons  and  350 
men — -dressers,  stable  helpers  and  rep- 
resentatives of  every  trade  in  connection 
with  the  feeding  and  general  care  and 
equipment   of  horses. 

After  an  engagement,  wounded  and 
at  other  times  sick  horses,  are  collected 
by  a  mobile  section,  consisting  of  a 
veterinary  officer  and  twenty-six  men, 
transferred  to  railhead,  if  one  Is  avail- 
able, or  by  other  means  delivered  at  the 
base  hospital.  It  is  the  duty  of  these 
sections  to  humanely  kill  all  horses  too 
seriously  injured  to  be  cured.  They  also 
administer  first-aid,  unless  this  has  al- 
ready been  done  by  the  veterinary  offi- 
cers attached  to  every  unit  using  horses. 
Every  cavalry  and  artillery  regiment, 
ammunition  and  transport  column,  has 
Its   own  veterinary   officers. 

Assisting  the  Army  Veterinary  Corps 
Is  the  Blue  Cross  Society,  presided  over 
by  Lord  Lonsdale,  who  has  lately  re- 
turned from  France  after  Inspecting  the 
work  or  the  Society.  He  has  nothing 
but  praise  for  what  It  and  the  A.  V.  C. 
are  doing,  and  to  satisfy  the  humane 
feelings  of  such  a  well-known  horse 
lover,  Indicates  the  admirable  manner 
in  which  the  good  work  is  being  done. 
The  loss  of  horses  in  France  is  very 
heavy,  primarily  because  of  the  close- 
ness of  the  firing  lines.  After  the  guns 
are  In  position.  It  has  been  usual  to 
remove  the  horses  to  a  place  of  safety. 
The  risk  of  the  enemy  breaking  through 
the  lines  and  capturing  tho  guns  is 
recognized,  and  the  horses  have  to  he 
close  at  hand  to  Umber  up  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice,  and  as  they  can't  be  put 
In  dug-outs,  they  are  really  often 
actually  In  the  firing  line,  with  only 
the  protection  of  a  copse  or  back  of  a 
building.  Only  today  an  eye-witness  told 
me  of  forty  horses,  most  of  which  he 
had  been  with  for  two  years,  being 
wiped  out  entirely  by  one  shell.  The 
real  Tearfulness  of  the  conflict  can  only 
he  i*Hrned  from  participants  and  eye- 
witnesses. 

On  behalf  of  the  dumb  friends  I  have 
come  to  help,  I  plead  with  ihe  many 
animal  lovers  I  am  proud  to  know  live 
In  Victoria  and  the  surrounding  dis- 
trict, for  whatever  assistance  they  can 
give  to  aid  In  the  relief  of  the  suffering 
of  those  who,  from  no  fault  of  their 
own.  arc  compelled  to  undergo  the  most 
fearful  pain  and  torture  than  can  befall 
any   animal,   be  It  human  or  equine.
